j  shown  us  the  domestic  need  for  v;ood,  the  commercial  a.nd  che 

j  m:anu.facturing  need  for  it.   Surely  one  would  not  deliberately 

set  fire  to  his  home,  but  he  is  doing  worse  than  that  when  he 
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flings  a  lighted  match  i^ito  a  fcrost,  leaves  his  camp  -::rs  v;i ..  n 
out  due  precaution,  or  wilfully  destroys  our  trees,  ior  then 
he  is  destroying  the  homes  of  the  future,  the  tall  ships,  and 
busy  factories  of  coming  generations. 

The  lumber-man  v;ho  is  careless  is  as  great  an  encm;^'  as 
Fire  to  a  forest.   He  chops  ruthlessly  and  raimindfully  of 
coming  forests.   Behind  him  one  finds  massive  stnmps,  here  and 
there  a  fallen  giant,  and  young  growth  stunted  by  hauling  and 
crude  miCthods  of  V\for]csmanship. 

For  reasons  li'ice  the  above,  re-f orestation  is  necessary. 
Re-f orestation  means  nothing  more  than  the  planting  of  trees 
where  trees  are  removed  ;  and  encoLiragsmen-u  of  extensive  timber- 
land  is  the  only  remedy  that  v;ill  ever  be  foimd  for  timber 
shortages.   Until  the  citizens,  and  future-citizens  of  our 
prosperous,  Nature- loving  nation,  educate  themselves  in 

forestry,  and  grasp  the  idea  of  "Chop  a  tree — ;^l=.nt  a  tree"     \
